firm and friends and relatives ihere 
much concern about Oct. 20. is an 
embezzler and faces shortages in all 
amounting to $1 SO,OOO, is the sub­ 
stance of a news dispatch to The Tri, 
Dune today. 
Larson had a business engagem ent 
on the day he departed and his fail­ 
ure to meet this caused suspicion. 
It was later learned th at his wife was 
totally ignorant of his w hereabouts 
or actions aDd th at he had left her 
with but $1.50 in the house. 
Experts were a t once put on tho 
books, with the result th at Saturday, 
discrepancies were found am ounting 
to over $100,000.
